To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  op  the  Frimlet  Urban 

District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  your  requirements,  and  those  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  your  District  for  the  year  1906. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  exceptionally 
good ; with  the  exception  of  a mild  epidemic  of  Measles  in  the 
summer  months  there  has  been  no  prevalence  of  any  particular 
disease,  and,  as  far  as  I know,  the  Death  Rate  (7*6)  is  the  lowest 
recorded  for  this  District,  and  is,  I believe,  one  of  the  lowest  for 
any  district  in  the  kingdom. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Births. 

The  number  of  Births  during  the  year  was  281  (133  males  and 
148  females),  which  represents  an  Annual  Birth  Rate  of  22T5  per 
1,000  of  the  population. 
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Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  in  and  belonging  to  this  District 
was  97,  which  includes  five  in  the  Darn  ham  Workhouse,  two  in 
Brookwood  Asylum,  and  three  in  the  Military  Hospitals,  Aldershot, 
which  represents  an  Annual  Death  Bate  of  7'6  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

Pulmonary  Consumption  caused  nine  deaths,  which  is  at  the 
rate  of  0*7  per  1,000. 

Heart  Disease  accounted  for  13  defiths — 1 per  1,000. 

Accidents  caused  four  deaths,  and  there  was  one  due  to 
Murder. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

Deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  were  27  in  number,  which 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  Births  gives  a ratio  of  96 — which 
is  a considerable  increase  on  the  previous  year,  when  the  ratio  was 
the  smallest  recorded. 


Zymotic  Death  Rate. 

Ten  deaths  were  due  to  Zymotic  Disease,  viz. : — 1 from 
Measles,  1 Scarlet  Fever,  5 Whooping  Cough,  1 Typhoid,  1 
Puerperal  Fever,  and  1 Erysipelas — which  shows  a Zymotic  Death 
Bate  of  0*7  per  1,000. 


Nursing. 

The  District  is  well  provided  with  Nurses,  and  it  is  without 
doubt  a recognised  fact  that  a Nurse  who  will  intelligently  carry 
out  the  Doctor’s  orders  is  a great  help  in  reducing  the  fatal  effects 
of  disease.  The  poor  can  obtain  a resident  Nurse  of  their  own 
class,  willing  and  able  to  take  the  place  of  the  home  mother  when 
necessary.  Useful  though  a visiting  Nurse  may  be  for  the  dressing 
of  wounds,  etc.,  there  is  no  doubt  that  a resident  Nurse  can  do  far 
more  for  the  benefit  of  mother  and  infant,  and  also  in  cases  of 
acute  disease,  than  can  ever  be  done  by  a few  daily  visits  from  a 
Nurse  however  skilled  she  may  be. 


Housing  of  the  Working  Classes. 

On  January  9th,  1906,  the  Council  adopted  Part  III.  of  the 
Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890,  which  empowers  them 
to  provide  cottages  for  workmen,  and  a scheme  for  the  erection  of 
dwellings  is  under  consideration. 
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Zymotic  Diseases. 


I.  Small  Pox. — None. 

II.  Diphtheria. — One  case  only  was  notified  during  the  year, 
this  being  from  Cainberley.  The  patient  was  nursed  at  home  and 
eventually  recovered. 


III.  Scarlet  Fever. — Twentv-nine  cases  were  notified,  which 
were  distributed  as  follows  : —

Eighteen  were  removed  to  the  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital. 
One  was  removed  to  Farnham,  as  also  was  a patient  who  was 
notified  last  year.  The  case  from  Deepeut  was  removed  by  the 
Military  Authorities  to  the  Aldershot  Military  Hospital.  Nine 
cases  were  nursed  at  home. 


lY.  Typhoid  Fever. — Three  cases  notified:  Two  were 
nursed  at  home,  the  other  being  an  inmate  of  the  Heatherside 
Sanatorium.  Two  of  the  patients  died,  one  being  the  patient  at 
the  Sanatorium. 


y.  Erysipelas. ^ — Four  cases  notified. 

YI.  Puerperal  Fever. — One  case  notified. 

YII.  Measles. — This  disease  was  very  prevalent,  in  a mild 
form,  during  the  summer  months. 

YIII.  Whooping  Cough. — A large  number  of  cases  of  this 
disease  occurred  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.

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The  Nomad  Classes. 

A Gipsy  Encampment^  which  nearly  always  exists  on  a private 
piece  of  g-round  at  Erimley  is  a constant  source  of  trouble  and 
danger  to  the  District.  Three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred 
here,  which  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  great  danger  lies  in  these  people  collecting  Rags,  etc., 
from  houses  in  all  parts  of  the  District. 


Disinfection. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are  visited  as  early  as  possible 
after  notiticatiou.  In  all  cases  particulars  of  the  sickness  are 
taken,  and  a card  of  advice,  also  Abstracts  from  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  applicable  to  Infectious  Disease,  left  at  the  house.  On 
the  removal  of  the  patient  to  the  Hospital,  or  at  the  termination 
of  the  illness,  the  room  and  bedding  are  thoroughly  disinfected, 
first,  by  spraying  with  a diluted  solution  of  Cyllin,  and  in  most 
cases,  iDeing  afterwards  fumigated  by  sulphur. 

This  mode,  although  suitable  for  superficial  disinfection,  is 
quite  inadequate  for  bedding,  etc.,  and  there  is  a great  need  of  a 
steam  apparatus,  in  which  the  bedding  and  clothes  from  an 
infected  house  might  be  more  effectually  disinfected. 

Disinfectants  are  given  out  in  all  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
and  also  to  any  residents  who  are  ratepayers  in  the  District,  who 
will  call  at  the  ISanitary  Office  between  the  hours  of  9 and  10  a.m. 

New  Buildings. 

The  Sanitary  Committee  passed  plans  for  91  Houses,  of  which 
24  were  for  dwellings  for  the  Working  Classes.  Fifteen  houses 
formerly  draining  into  cesspools  have  been  connected  with  the 
Public  Sewer. 


Water  Supply. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-two  additional  houses  in  the  District 
have  been  connected  with  the  Public  Supply  during  the  year, 
making  a total  number  of  houses  supplied  by  the  Company  in  the 
Erimley  Urban  District  1,522. 

Twenty-four  samples  of  Well  Water  were  examined  eight  of 
which  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes,  and  two  were 
of  a doubtful  character.  As  a result  of  this  13  houses  have  been 
connected  with  the  Public  Supply  and  four  have  had  a new  well 
supply. 


Isolation  Hospital. 

Eighteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  admitted  during  the  year, 
all  of  which  were  discharged  cured  with  the  exception  of  one, 
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which  was  an  infant  admitted  from  a Gipsy  Caravan  suffering  with 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Pnenmonia  and  died  a few  days  afterwards. 

The  Matron  (Miss  Edmonds)  I am  glad  to  say  is  still  in  charge 
of  the  Hospital,  and  I cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  exemplary 
and  self-sacrificing  way  in  which  she  has  fulfilled  her  duties. 

The  Hospital  was  thoroughly  disinfected,  re-varnished  and 
painted  throughout  during  September,  which  necessitated  its 
closure  for  a few  weeks. 

The  Council  Schools. 

These  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time,  aud  several 
improvements  have  been  made  at  the  Yorktown  Schools,  including 
a new  building  for  the  Infants. 

The  Roman  Catholic  Schools  in  Obelisk  Street  were  closed 
from  the  23rd  May  to  the  25th  June  with  a view  of  checking  the 
spread  of  Measles  prevalent  amongst  the  children. 


Municipal  Offices. 

Municipal  Offices,  which  were  much  needed,  have  been  erected 
at  a cost  of  id, 000.  These  consist  of  a handsome  Council  Chamber, 
Committee  Room,  and  Offices  for  the  various  Officials. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Council  has  commenced  the  new  scheme  of  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  Disposal  for  the  whole  District  at  an  estimated  total  cost 
of  £37,878. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Yorktown  are  in  course  of 
construction,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £15,000;  and  the  Council  is 
commencing  the  laying  of  sewers  by  direct  labour  at  Frimley  and 
Frimley  Green,  which  is  estimated  to  cost  £1,400. 

Messrs.  Willcox  & Raikes,  Birmingham,  are  the  Engineers. 


Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  1906  there  were  31  names 
upon  the  Register.  Since  then  three  have  changed  ownership  and 
one  fresh  name  added,  so  that  at  the  present  time  there  are  32  on 
the  Register.  Twenty  of  these  are  Cowkeepers,  Dairymen  and 
Milksellers  (in  three  instances  only  a small  quantity  of  surplus 
milk  is  sold). 

One  Cowkeeper  who  sells  no  milk  converts  it  into  butter  and 
two  sell  the  milk  wholesale.  There  are  six  Milksellers  in  the 
District  who  keep  no  cows,  and  five  from  other  Districts  who  retail 
their  milk  within  this  District. 
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Seven  of  the  Cowsheds  are  in  excellent  condition  and  several 
others  comply  with  the  regulations.  There  is  great  need  of 
improvement  in  the  construction  and  general  condition  of  the 
Cowsheds,  and  especially  those  situated  in  the  South  Ward.  I am 
pleased  to  report  a decided  improvement  in  several  during  the  past 
year,  but  there  still  remains  much  to  be  done  in  this  direction. 

The  Dairies  are  on  the  whole  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition.

The  Bakehouses  have  been  notified  when  Limewashing  has 
been  required  and  notices  issued  on  failure  to  do  same.  The 
Bakehouses  have  during  the  year  been  inspected  at  various 
intervals,  the  total  number  of  Inspections  being  39.  There  were 
72  Inspections  made  at  the  other  Workshops  and  where  necessary 
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notices  were  issued  to  remedy  certain  defects  and  contraventions. 
There  are  nine  Outworkers  whose  premises  come  under  the 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act.  These  premises  were  found  to  be  in 
a satisfactory  condition.
